A Chanece to Blunder.

The solioitude that s being mani-
fested regarding immigration may very
ousily lead to blundering logislation on
the subiject. The matter offers an in-
viting opportunity to the demngogue,
and there i= danger that thoughtful und
judiclous men may not be sufticiently
vighlant and ecareful to prevont the
demngogues from carrying thelr pointa.
Therve is o great deal of cownrdice, nlso,
nt times like the present, on the part of

It is undoubtledly true that there are

abuses which must e corrected, Tha
investigation of the Ford committes
hns aleendy shown this,  The fault

is in the fuilure o properly enforee ex-
isting lnws, which are helieved to bho
ample if vigidly enforeced to secure im-
munity ngninst the entranes of the oh-
jeetionable clusses designated in the
Inws, It would have been impossible
for Itallon pudrones and conteactors Lo
have brought twoenty thonsand or more
indigent Italian  Inborers into  the
country, in the short perlod of six
months, if those charged with exe-
cuting the lnws agninsy the linporta-
tion of this cluss of labor had fully ver-
formed thetr duty. Perhpps the mo-
chinery, for which congruess is responsi-

ble, is defictent. Lot an any event
it is  beyond guestion  that  thore
would now  be no  such  neces-

If the term
artist is used the law should specify
what classes of workers it is intended
to embrace, Otherwise itmay sometimz2
b given an application that will sub-
ject the country to world-wide ridicule.

ligently treated in a broad spivit of jus-
tice, reasonuble generosity and sound
policy. '

Falie Pretenses,

Manufacturers who are closing their
mills and factories or restricting pro-
duction give us the reason for doing so
the effect upon trade of the tavilf agi-
tation, They sy that the promise of a
revision of the tariff, with a lower
range of prices for manufactured gooas
to result, if the promise is fulfilled,
lends buyers to hold off, and that conse-
quently manufacturers would not be
justified in continning operations and
piling up stocks that u ghort time hence
might havo to be sold, if at all,at aloss,
The shut down of the Novfolk and New
HBrunswick Hosiery company, own-
ing the most extensive mills in
the country and employing eight hun-
deed people, s explained in this way:
“Customers will not buy,” said the
president of that company, “with o
prospect of lower prices in the near
future, and rather than go ahead aad
manufacture a large stock of goods for
which there may prove to be no de-
mand, the divectors thought it prefer-
able 1o shut down for a time until the
situation cloars.” Other manufacturers
give rensons in the saine line,

These wre largely false pretenses.
Every man among these manufacturers
knows perfectly well that there will not
be any tarill legislation this year. He
knows that there is absolutely no
chunece of prices of manufactured
goods Dbeing affected from this
cause for at least a year to come.
The sennte may pass a tacill bill of its
own at the present session, nand if so,
progross rvegarding  tarllf legislation
will halt there. The matter will go to
a conference committes of the two
houses, and nothing further would be
done until the next session, If then
auy mensure should be agreed upon and
pazsed it would vndoubledly not take
effect oarlier than the first of vext July.
The talk, therefore, about lower pricesin
the near future, as a consequence of
chungoes in the existing tariff, has no
wurrant in the plesent situation.

There is obviously some. other
motive ‘behind the  action of
these maoufecturers which they are

not  disposed w0 admit,

which intelligent poople will not have
groot diMoulty in divioing. Buot it is
well to have it understood that these
woll-informed manufacturors are not at
all concerned about any immedinte re-
sults from the taril agitation. They
know they are entively safe from any
legislution on this subjoct®at loast for
nenrly o full twelve-month, And, per-
hogs before that time, they will have
beon able to still further put off the
dnnger they profess to fear.

The Obstinate Sioux,

The disposition of the Sloux toward
the proposed treaty opening their res-
ervation to settloment does not appenr
tnimprove. The chiefs who have been
conspicuous in opposing the treaty are
reported to bo as ohstinate as over, snd
the commissioners seem to have mude
o lmpression upon their follpwers. The
situation has suggested the question
whether the time ins not como  when
the government should abandon the
policy of proposing tronties with Iuo-
dinns and moke its legislation relating
to these wards of the nation with refer-
enee to the general welfore. It Is not
qyuestionable  that  ultimately  this
will inve to ba dona, and il the Bioua

treaty  fails  the  effeet  will  un-
doubtedly be to hasten o change
of  policy.

1t is preposterons to sappose
that this splendid veservation can boe
permitted to continue ns ot present, not
only practically valueless, but a boevior
in the way of the progress of the terri-
tory of which it is a parte The blind
seltishness pud stupid obstinney of thirty
thousand Indions will not long ba per-
mitted to obstroct the advance and
thwart the ressonnble demands of sixty
millions of white poople.
